COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
Parents 
would lie guaranteed the right to a jury 
trial in cases involving permanent 
child custody under a bill approved by 
the House and sent to the Senate 
The 77-14 vote came Thursday after 
cosponsor M arcus Roberto. D-62 
Ravenna, told House members parents 
could now lose their children “simply 
through the efforts of the welfare 
department and the court, without a 
jury." 
In the Senate, a watered down 
property tax relief measure finally 
popped out of subcommittee headed 
for the full Ways and Means panel and 
possibly a floor vote next week, 
Hut final action on the bill might be 
stalled if an amendment added by the 
subcommittee remains in place The 
new version would not provide tax 
relief until Sept I, 1978, at the end of 
the on going six-year reappraisal 
cycle. That would mean two more 
years of tax bilbi at present rates 
The custody bill, sponsored by Rep 
Terry Tranter, D-24 Cincinnati, limits 
temporary custody to 90 days and 
mandates that children must be re­ 
turned to parents on request if they 
gave up custody voluntarily. 
Rep. Richard II. Finan, R-19 Cin­ 
cinnati, tried unsuccessfully to remove 
the right to jury trial in permanent 
order cases, arguing 
“ it’s 
the 
children’s rights that are paramount.” 
“ It is a most traumatic thing for a 
judge to have to sit there and make 
that determination,” he said of cases 
where children are taken from 
parents. “I think that determination 


lor a jury will be virtually impos­ 
sible.” 
i f a jury can reach a determination 
whether a person can live or die, then 
in my judgment it can make a 
determination as to who should have 
custody of a child,” said Hep. Arthur 
Wdkowski. IM6 Toledo 


Opponents also failed in an effort to 
delete a section granting parents th** 
right to visit children at least one day a 
week and remove them during that 
time from the institutions temporarily 
caring for them. 


By a 78-5 vote, the House approved 
and sent the Senate a second bill 
restricting th** release of information 
about public school pupils, without the 
consent of the children or their 
parents 
The measure, sponsored by Sen. 
Anthony J. ( elebrezze Jr., D-25 
* leveland, was in response to a state 
Supreme (Purl decision last year that 
public school records should be public 
information. 
Under the pioposed law, no in­ 
form ation about pupils could be 
released for “ profit-m aking ac­ 
tivities,” primarily mailing lists 
( >ther disclosures would be limited to 
bare statistics, such as name, address, 
telephone number, major, date of 
graduatfon, school activities and 
awards tirades could not be divulged 
Courts, school boards and the federal 
government would la* exempt from the 
prohibition, and the bill would not limit 
legitimate administrative use of school 
records

Furler thus year, the Senate passed a 
bill to provide seven months of DST 
this year and next, from mid-M ardi 
until mid-October. But inaction by the 
House Commerce Committee kept it 
from taking effect in time for th** 
spring 
A House commerce subcommittee 
has 
tentatively

hearings for next month, but they 
could be delayed further because other 
types of legislation are deemed more 
important 
Until some sort of bill clears both 
houses of Congress, the nation remains 
on the pattern of six months of US I

The move to extend DST was begun 
rn late 1973 during the peak of the 
energy crisis. Some advocates con­ 
tended that longer evening daylight 
hours, when most persons are awake, 
can result rn an energy savings 
But those opposing I>ST argue that 
less daylight in morning endangers 
school children and inconvenience* 
farmers. They also said DST saved 
little, if any, energy.

“This action is needed to help us 
cope with cash flow problems next 
year,” Rhodes laid in a prepared

M anagement 
estim ates 
a 
cash 
shortage of $230 million for next 
January, Rhodes said. 
“We estimate thus freeze will result 
in savings of $10 million during the 
remainder of the biennium," Rhodes 
said. 
F.xceptions to the hiring freeze will 
be made by the director of the budget 
office to provide health, safety or other 
vital services Staffs of elected of­ 
ficials are not effected by the freeze 
Rhodes announced a cutback in state 
workers last year by two per cent to 
save money 
As Rhodes made his announcement, 
a spokesman for the liepartment of 
Transportation said that procedures 
were being readied to recall th** 
remaining 269 employes laid off for 
economic reasons in March and April 
of last year.

Tax Revision Bill Still Faces Hurdles 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A tax 
revision bill designed to stem unvoted 
hikes in property taxes has moved 
closer to a vote in the Senate, but quick 
passage of the 
heavily 
rewritten 
version appears doubtful. 
The tax b i , which now carries an 
effective date of Sept. I, 1978, was 
reconunended for passage by a sub­ 
committee on Thursday, sending it to 
the full Senate Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee. 
That committee has scheduled a 
hearing on the bill Monday night, and a 
vote in committee could send the 
measure to the Senate floor 
But the chance for passage before 
the legislature’s target adjournment 
late next week appeared questionable 
The 
bill's author, 
Rep. 
John E 
Johnson, D-68 Orrville, said it is unac­ 
ceptable to the House rn its present 
form, meaning the measure would 
have to go to a conference committee 
after Senate approval for drafting of a 
compromise. 
House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
I>-89 New Boston, said the bill may not 
go to Gov James A. Rhodes until June, 


when the General Assembly returns to 
the Capitol (or a brief session. 
The bdl was passed by the House 
with a flurry of publicity early this 
year. ll was prompted in part by 
citizen receipt of 1975 lax bills, which 
included unvoted hikes in those 
counties undergoing their sexennial 
reappraisal 
The hikes, occurring because of 
inflation's effect on property values, 
doubled and tripled bills in some cases 
As

House, 
the 
legislation would have frozen tax 
revenues at their 1975 levels. Tax 
credits would be given homeowners to 
keep their tax bdls relatively stable 
In the .Senate, however, the effective 
date of the bill was changed from 1976 
to 1978 That would mean two more 
years of tax bdls under present law 
Sen.

The governor announc ed creation of 
a special police unit made up of city, 
county, state and federal officers to in­ 
vestigate crimes of violence.

A m arch in downtown Boston 
against violence sponsored by Mayor 
Kevin ll. White was to be held today. 
The governor and prominent chur­ 
chmen said they would join the 
procession.

Interest in 
stock investment clubs is rising again 
after declining sharply during the dark 
days (rf the economy. Planning for the 
future, rather than merely securing 
the present, looks attractive again. 
Also sourcing interest is the (mick 
recovery of some clubs that continued 
to invest during the big price decline of 
1973 and 1974, and which thus picked up 
blue chip shares at tarnished goods 
prices 
Many clubs during the past year 
liave outperformed the returns ob­ 
tained by professional portfolio 
managers. In the 14 or 15 months 
ending with December 1974, one club 
reported its value increased 212 per 
cent. 
Thomas O'Hara, chairman of the 
National Association of Investment 
Clubs, reports inquiries on the rise 
again, suggesting strongly that the 
number of member clubs soon will rise 
above the current recession-induced 
tout of 7,000 
The clubs, which in effect are small, 
private m utual 
funds that are 
managed us well as owned by the 
members, generally involve about 12 
people of similar goals, although often 
of dissim ilar but com plem entary 
skills. 
The clubs permit members to learn 
about investing, to invest sm all 
amounts at a time, to spread the risk 
through diversification, to compare in­ 
vestment research and, if they do well, 
to see their assets grow. 
Their importance seems to have 
been underscored by the recent 
decision of the 
New 
York Stock 
Exchange to discontinue sponsorship 
of the Monthly Investment Plan, which 
permitted small investors to buy even 
fractions of shares. 
Merrill Lynch continues to operate 
its Sharebuihler Plan, which is 
similar, but other brokers seem to 
have lost interest in — and it is 
claimed, money on 
small accounts 
C lubs fill this gap. Although their 
purchases may be in round lots of IOO 


shares or m ore, the individual 
members’ percentage of the total often 
is an amount that most brokers 
wouldn't consider handling 
Generally 
a 
club has informal 
beginnings among a few friends, each 
of whom invites others to an initial 
discussion meeting at a home or office. 
If agreeable, a second meeting may be 
.scheduled. 
Those who return usually are 
genuinely interested in organizing, the 
details of which may be obtained from 
the Association's manual, which costs 
95, a sum that is returned if the club 
becomes a member. 


Officers generally are elected at the 
second meeting, and two or three 
members are assigned to research and 
give reports on stocks. A broker also is 
chosen tentatively and invited to at­ 
tend future meetings. 
The most conunon investment per 
person is $20 to $25 each month, 
although $5 or $10 often is as effective 
an amount as $50 or $100 The clubs 
regularly invest their assets, usually 
each month. Dividends are reinvested. 
While successful clubs never need 
join the National Association, there 
are advantages to doing so. Dues are 
$15 a year, plus $3 for each member, 
which entitles the club, among other 
things, to a $25,000 bond 


The latter, which protects members 
against misappropriation and theft, is 
an often-used benefit, said O'Hara, 
who relates the unfortunate news that 
some clubs formed among the best of 
friends do not always share the best 
fates. 
M em bership also includes the 
monthly

vesting," and the opportunity to buy 
assorted material — charting and 
bookkeeping items, for example. The 
magazine is also available to non­ 
members for $6 a year.

The gradual change from the high­

U nfortunately, youngsters can be 
particularly cruel and thus magnify 
not only the intensity of your son’s 
anxiety, but Ute importance of the 
basic problem. 
I mast assume that your doctor has 
ruled out hormone deficiency as a 
cause. 
In the absence of 
this 
possibility, it would be wise to in­ 
vestigate 
speech training 
with a 
speech therapist. They often can, with 
specially designed vocal exercises, 
help lower the pitch of the voice. 
There is an additional value in such 
speech therapy. Your son will have the 
more positive feeling that something is 
being done to help him 


Dear Mr. K.: 
It is well established that aspirin, in 
many ways a valuable drug, is also 
responsible for decreasing the clotting 
time of blood and for increasing its 
bleeding time. 
Consequently, taking large quan­ 
tities of aspirin over a long period of 
tim e should 
be avoided 
unless 
specifically prescribed by a physician. 
In recent years, some physicians 
who have 
been closely following 
patients with coronary artery disease 
have been prescribing the one-a-day 
aspirin treatment, in carefully chosen 
cases 
Its purpose is to “thin the blood" and 
thus possibly prevent further heart 
attacks 
Again, it must be emphasized that 
even the one-a-day aspirin treatment 
should be embarked on only after 
discussing the advantages of the 
regime with one's physician.

The newspaper's publisher, Myles 
Arber, insists that his Crested Butte 
( hromcle is the target of an organized 
boycott But businessmen who have 
withdrawn their ads say they acted on 
their own. 
" I will print to the end of spring 
That’s two m onths," Arber said 
Wednesday. “ But if business doesn’t 
change by the Fourth of July, I ’U have 
no other recourse but to close the 
doors.” 
Arber, a 33-year-old New Yorker 
who came here about five years ago, 
said his paper, which has a circulation 
of 2,500. has shrunk from an average of 
24 pages to eight pages a week.

American history sleuth, contradicting 
the French ambassador, says George 
Washington did not sign the engraved 
copy of his 1796 Farewell Address that 
France has offered as a gift to com­ 
memorate Uh* American Bicentennial 
In fact. Washington had lieen dead 
for at least 15 years when the copy was 
engraved and it was not his widow. 
Martha, but their grandchildren who 
gave the document to the French 
Marquis de lafayette, according to 
John A. (astellan i, librarian of 
Washington’s Mount Vernon estate 
A delegation from France's Senate is 
scheduled to present the engraving to 
their American Senate counterparts 
next month during the visit of French 
President Valery Discard d'Estaing 
When French Ambassador Jacques 
Kosciusko-Morizet announced the gift 
in January , he said it was "signed by 
Washington himself and sent by 
Martha Washington to lafayette " In 
the famous 6.000-word 
address, 
Washington exhorted his countrymen 
to avoid party bickering and to have 
“ as little political connection as 
possible” with foreign nations 
( astellani emphasized that the 
engraving "is not a phony." 
" It ’s an original for what it is. It’s a 
very nice gift 
an early 19th century 
engraving of George Washington’s 
address, with a facsimile of his signa­ 
ture,’’ ( astellani said today. “ It Just is 
not signed by George Washington The 
French government simply believed it

“intangible properties not subject to 
assessm ent, 
like 
accounts 
receivable." 
He said be based his estimate on 1770 
figures which covered Hughes Aircraft 
Co., Hughes Tool Co., part of Theta 
Cable and a television production 
company, and land near Manna del 
Rey 
Altman said if no will is found, the 
county could get about $20 million for 
administering Hughes' estate. The 
money would eventually wind up in the 
county general fund, he said 
If he is named to replace Gano, 
Altman said, his job would be lo help 
locate the rightful heirs If none is 
found, the properties in California 
would eventually be taken over by the 
state, he said.

One event Is for cowgirls. Barrel 
racing is a fast moving contest in 
which the cowgirl must maneuver her 
horse around three barrels placed in a 
cloverleaf pattern 
Knocking over a 
barrel will result in a five-second fine, 
and the fastest time around all three 
tai rrels wins 
The five other events that are sanc­ 
tioned for world championship points 
by the International Rodeo Association 
of Cauls Valley, Okla., are all for the 
cowboys, 
Bareback bronc riding is a contest of 
strength and balance. Horses are 
ridden for eight seconds, and the 
cowboy la scored from one to 25 points 
for the manner in which he rides the 
horse and the horse is st ored from one 
to 25 points for the way he bucks. In 
other words, the harder a 
horse 
bucks and the tietter the cowt>oy rides 
him the higher the score. 
Saddle bronc riding and bull riding 
are scored the same way as the 
bareback bronc riding, but in the 
saddle bronc riding a saddle is used, 
and the horses are usually a little 
larger. 
Bull riding is the most dangerous 
event. Bodeo bulls often weigh close to 
a 
ton, 
and 
can 
seriously 
and 
sometimes fatally injure a rider. It Is 
the 
Job of 
th«* 
rodeo clown 
and 
bullfighter to distract the bull’s at­ 
tention until the cowboy can get to 
safety. 
In the two timed events for men, calf 
roping and steer wrestling, the cowboy 
not only has to compete against the 
other contestants, but he must com­ 
pete against the animals and the watch 
as well One tenth of a second, in either 
event, can cost hundreds of dollars. 
Steer wrestlers are allowed to use a 
helper, called a hazer. It is his job to 
keep the steer running in a straight 
line so the steer wrestler can get a 
good jump from the horse to the steer’s 
back Throwing a 550 pound Mexican 
steer to the ground with your bare 
hands can be and often is a dangerous 
job 
The calf roper is often considered the 
perfectionist of professional rodeo. He 
spends many hours practicing his 
roping and tying of the three hundred 
pound crossbred calves. His horse may 
cost as much as $7,000, and plays 
perhaps 
the 
biggest 
part 
in 
the 
cowboy's winning ability. 
Specialty acts are an important part 
of Ixmghom Hodeo productions.

On Wednesday, the House passed, 
without opposition, a tough mine 
safety proposal If enacted. House Bill 
857 would update Ohio’s Mine Health 
and Safety laws in order to reflect 
current 
mining 
technology 
and 
practice, and to conform with federal 
requirements. 
Sponsored by Representative Arthur 
Bowers of Steuben V ille , the bill would 
set stricter standards for underground 
mine roofing, ventilation, escapeways, 
maintenance, and equpment, and 
would 
require 
all 
miners 
to 
be 
equipped with self-rescue devices, 
which are similar to gas masks. The 
bill would also require mine operators 
to furnish adequate shower and 
restroom facilities, lockers,, and 
change rooms. 
In addition, House* Bill 857 would 
mandate stricter and more frequent 
mine inspection requirements. The bill 
would authorize an increase from 26 to 
30 in the number of State Deputy Mine 
Inspectors and would set stringent 
requirements for state certification of 
inspectors. 
1110 mine safety bill is now pending 
in the Senate 
I legislation that would mandate free 
restroom facilities in the same location 
as pay facilities was also passed 
Wednesday by the House and presently 
awaits gubernatorial approval. The 
measure, Senate Bill 71 authored by 
Senate William Bowen of Cincinnati, 
was approved by the Senate last 
summer. 
The bill s intent is to ensure that 
persons in public places will have 
access to restroom facilities that do 
not require payment for use. Where 
pay facilities are used in multiple 
occupancy restrooms, the bill would 
require an equal number of free 
facilities. Current law does not

The cost of the card to each 
applicant would be $2 50, and the card 
would be issued by the State Registrar 
of Motor Vehicles. Unless cancelled 
earlier, the identification card would 
expire on the applicant’s birthday in 
the fourth year after the date of issue.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ) — I^ite this 
summer, any Ohio citizen will have the 
right to demand a review of computer 
data files kept on him by the state, 
under the terms of a privacy bill 
signed into law Wednesday by Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes 
The law also provides any Ohioan 
can insist that computer data be 
double checked or could even insert his 
own version of events 
And an 
Ohioan 
could 
initiate 
crim inal complaints against a state 
official who wrongfully disseminated 
personal information stored in state 
computers. 
The privacy bill, described by its 
author as a model for the nation, takes 
effect on Ju ly 21. 
The law restricts the use of personal 
information about Ohioans which is 
stored in government computers, 
It requires government agencies to 
publish indexes of various data banks 
they maintain and allows for citizen 
review and challenge of inaccurate, 
misleading or outdated information. 
Disputed information must be in­ 
vestigated. 
and 
the 
agency 
must 
report on the investigation to the 
citizen. 
If the citizen is not satisfied with the 
investigation, he can insert his version 
of the disputed information 
Sen. Stanley Aronoff, R-8 Cincinnati, 
the bill’s author, said the measure 


developed through his work with a 
committee of the U S Department of 
Health, Kducation and Welfare (H E W » 
on personal information 


‘ The M FW committee 
identified 
fundamental principles of privacy and 
recommended specific statutory ac­ 
tion,’ 
Aronoff said. '’These recom­ 
mendations are the basis of 
my 
privacy bill.” 


Besides allowing access by each 
citizen to his file, the new law provides 
crim in al and c iv il penalties for 
unauthorized use or transfer of in­

I w a l l e y e and oilier glamour 
fish may be th** prized beauties of 
Ohio's game species. But lf beauty is 
only skin deep, in fishing, it is likely 
that the uglies are the real backbone of 
the state's sportfishmg industry. 
The uglies, of course, are the so­ 
called rough fish such as bullhead, 
catfish and. yes, even sucker, carp, 
sheephead and others commonly 
referred to as trash fish 
A 1975 Division of Wildlife survey of 
angler preference on hake Erie 
illustrates the point. 
Walleyes and smallmouth bass get 
far and away the best press But when 
anglers, an incredible 86,000 of them, 
were asked which species they were 
seeking, yellow perch topped the list as 
first choice of 43 per cent of the 
fishermen polled 
Second was the 
“ anything that 
bites" 
category 
favored by 33 per cent of those asked in 
the creel census. 
Third were white bass, sought by ll 
per cent. Tied for fourth, with 5 per 
cent each, were channel catfish and 
“all other species," th** latter in­ 
cluding carp, bullhead and crappies.

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Black Market Babies Become Big Problem 


IXJS ANGELES (AP) - Babies are 
being sold in a fastgrowtng black 
market that charges anywhere from 
15,000 for an illegal adoption to $50,000 
for a custom-made child. 
Healthy white infants have become 
such a profitable commodity in tile 
United States that law enforcement 
officials fear the Mafia will soon be­ 
come involved 
“It’s a racket very susceptible to 
organized crime,” said Deputy Hist. 
Atty. Richard Moss of I am Angeles He 
said there already seems to be a 
“loosely connected organization of 
child traffickers cooperating with each 
other in transporting babies across 
state lines.” 
Some states say they are dusting off 
ancient antislavery statutes to combat 
the flourishing people trade. Others 
are waiting for Sen Walter Mondale's 
subcommittee on children and youth to 
come up with federal legislation 
But right now, baby brokers are 
taking advantage of too many gray 
areas and loopholes in state adoption 
laws. They are profiting because the 
demand for a certain type of baby 
exceeds the supply 
"We’re going through an incredible, 
nationwide baby hunger at a time 
when adoptable infants are becoming 
scarce,” said Charlotte lie Almond of 
the California 
C hildren's 
Home 
Society. 
There is no shortage of children as 
such Illegitimate births are at an all- 
time high of more than 400,000 a year, 
and the U.S. Department of Health, 
Fducation and Welfare says 120,000 
children are available “for whom 
adoption would be best ” 
But they are either too old, the wrong 
color, or afflicted with muscular 
dystrophy, cerebral palsy or various 
psychological ailm ents. Selective 
foster parents are lining up for another 
kind of child: white, newborn, healthy 
and unwanted 


Changing social mores, improved 
contraceptives, liberalized abortion 
laws and society's fading disapproval 
of unwed mothers makes this child a 
rarity. Thus he has become a prime 
target of black marketeers 


' The waiting list for white babies is 
now three to five years, while you can 
get a black baby in nine months,” said 
Mrs. DeArmond. “Trials the real 
tragedy. There would be no black 
market if parents were less selective.” 
Joseph Reid of the (Tiild Welfare 
leag u e of America added that 
legitimate adoption agencies simply 
cannot compete with unscrupulous 
profiteers who offer pregnant girts 
large sums of money and pay all the 
medical bills for healthy white babies 
Children's agency officials estimate 
that one baby is sold on the black 
market for every 20 who find a home 
through legal adoption procedures. 
Moss suspects it is higher in California 
because 
the 
population 
density 
provides more buyers and m er­ 
chandise 
The state accounts for more than IO 
per cent of the nation's illegitimate 
births, its adoption laws are lax and 
Californians usually lead the field in 
bizarre consumer trends 
A California mother once gave her 
baby to a broker for a used car. 
Another childless couple paid $50,000 
for a baby "made to order,” selecting 
the parents from photographs of at­ 
tractiv e, young, single men and 
women in an album compiled by their 
attorney,

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Four 
D ayton-area law m akers have in­ 
troduced legislation that would forbid 
municipalities from annexing or in­ 
corporating military bases on federal 
property. 
The bill is aimed at heading off an 
attempt by the city of Fairborn to 
annex property on which the Wright- 
Patterson Air Force base is located 
The base in on federal property, 
physically within the limits of Bath 
township

Moss pays close attention to such 
developments in his state, but he says 
he is powerless to prosecute for lack of 
evidence 
“The mother who sells her child 
won’t talk because she’s been paid 
off," he said 
“The foster parents 
won't talk because they want to keep 
the child The intermediary won t talk 
because he made most of the profit 
And the child is too young to talk " 
Moss has become something of an 
expert in this barely tapped criminal 
field because he handled California’s 
only successful prosecution of a major 
baby selling ring, which was headed by 
former I os Angeles County crime 
commissioner Ronald Silverton 
Mass said Silverton had "set up the 
machinery to sell babies on a mass 
scale, with price tags of $10,000 to 
$15,000 " But he was only convicted on 
three counts of conspiracy, operating 
an illegal home-finding agency and 
advertising an illegal home-finding 
agency. 
Silverton was sentenced to a year in 
county jail, three years probation ami 
a disbarment He is currently free on 
appeal 
"That’s the trouble, there are no 
specific statutes against baby selling,” 
says Moss “We definitely need some 
federal legislation.” 
California law sets a maximum $500 
fee for adoptions and requires state 
licensing of home-finding agencies and 
other intermediaries in the adoption 
process. 
But it 
also allows 
“in­ 
dependent adoptions." where a mother 
can select foster parents for her child 
and handle the deal through her at­ 
torney. 
This is the gray area that permits 
the black market to flourish Did the 
mother really find the foster parents’* 
Did she sell her baby or give it away’ 
Was the attorney simply a legal 
assistant in the transaction or did he 
become a unlicensed home-finder? 
“ It s very easy to tell," said Betsy 
Cole of the Child Welfare league's 
North American Center for Adoption in 
New York. “legal fees in any adoption 
should run no higher than $200 When 
lawyers start charging $10,000 and 
$15,000. you know they're doing 
something more 
“The trouble is proving it 
like 
doctors, lawyers have an unwritten 
conspiracy to charge what the traffic 
will bear and supply what the public 
wants — in this case babies or parents 
for babies.” 
Only five states have outlawed in­ 
dependent adoptions — Connecticut. 
Delaware, Michigan, Minnesota and 
Massachusetts TTie others have easy 
licensing requirem ents or perm it 
natural mothers to do their own 
placement, thus falling prey to black 
marketeers 
Many of the culprits say they are 
doing nothing 
wrong 
They 
have 
garnered considerable public support 
for the argument that baby selling is a 
victimless crime where no one gets 
hurt and everyone winds up happy. 
Silverton, for example, called hts 
baby-selling operation the "Save a life 
Adoption Agency .” 
At 
M ondale's 
subcom m ittee 
hearings in 1975, several lawyers 
testified 
that 
they 
were 
actually 
performing a public service in finding 
homes for unwanted babies, paying 
hospital bills for destitute mothers and 
satisfying the parental cravings of 
childless couples

Court Ruling 
On Housing 
Confusing 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Civil rights 
and housing specialists differ about the 
significance of this week’s Supreme 
Court decision on dispersing public 
housing into the suburbs, but they 
generally agree that another case 
scheduled for argument in the fall 
should clear up any doubts 
Both cases involve Chicago and its 
suburbs and raise the issue of what 
powers Uh* federal government and 
the courts have in opening up suburbs 
to low-income housing now con­ 
centrated in poorer central cities.
